3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: U.S. Pat. No. 
5,259,954 (Taylor) discloses a drug delivery apparatus comprising a housing (200) a drug 
reagent bed (216) within the housing, a collection chamber (18) but lacks a bypass within the 
housing between the inlet and the outlet port wherein the bypass bypasses the drug reagent bed.
